To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Library  Committee, 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  of  the  first 
year's  work  at  the  Public  Library  for  your  consideration,  and  beg 
to  preface  the  same  with  a  brief  account  of 

The  Library  Movement  in  Accrington. 

The  Public  Libraries  Acts,  1 892,  etc. ,  were  unanimously  adopted 
at  a  meeting"  of  the  Town  Council,  held  on  the  5th  of  June,  1899. 
Although  the  question  of  a  Public  Library  had  been  discussed  for 
some  time,  no  definite  effort  had  been  made  to  secure  the  adoption 
of  the  Acts,  and  their  adoption  was  the  practical  outcome  of  a 
bequest  of  ^500  by  the  late  Mr.  John  Edgar  Stansfield.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  clause  making  the  bequest  conditional  upon 
some  steps  being-  taken  within  twelve  months  to  establish  a  Public 
Library,  had  the  effect  of  bringing  the  Acts  into  force  sooner  than 
would  otherwise  have  been  the  case. 

It  was  felt  that  every  means  should  be  adopted  to  secure  this 
generous  bequest,  and  the  Sub-Committee  appointed  to  deal  with 
the  matter  at  once  entered  into  negotiations  with  the  Directors  of 
the  Mechanics'  Institution  with  the  object  of  securing  a  portion  of 
their  premises  for  immediate  use,  and  also  a  vacant  plot  of  land 
adjoining  the  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  Library 
thereon. 
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Eventually  the  Directors  granted  the  use  of  one  of  their  rooms 
for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  also  the  plot  of  land  for  building- 
purposes,  at  a  nominal  rent.  Unfortunately,  it  was  not  possible  to 
take  advantage  of  the  offer  of  the  land,  the  site  being  found 
unsuitable  to  the  purpose.  As  the  room  at  the  Institution  was  only 
large  enough  for  a  Lending  Department,  the  efforts  of  the 
Committee  were  next  directed  towards  securing  temporary  premises 
for  a  Reading  Room.  The  difficulty  was  overcome  by  utilising  one 
of  the  galleries  in  the  Market  Hall.  The  gallery  was  partitioned 
off  and  a  separate  entrance  made,  and  although  the  appearance  of 
the  room  is  somewhat  peculiar,  (it  measures  118'  6"  x  10  )  it  has  so 
far  answered  its  purpose  very  well. 

Appointment  of  Librarian. — In  June,  1900,  the  Committee 
proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  a  Librarian,  stipulating  that  the 
applicants  must  have  had  previous  experience  in  Public  Library 
wrork.  A  large  number  of  applications  were  received,  and  after 
interviewing  six  of  the  candidates,  the  Committee  recommended 
the  Council  to  appoint  Mr.  Chas.  R.  Wright,  Sub-Librarian  of  the 
Barrow  Public  Library,  to  the  post,  r 

/ 

Subscriptions  for  Purchase  of  Books.— A  second  condition 
attached  to  the  Stansfield  Bequest  being  that  it  could  only  be  used 
for  building  purposes,  the  then  Chairman  (Councillor  Jas.  Cunliffe), 
and  the  present  Chairman  (Councillor  J.  S.  Higham),  issued  an 
appeal  for  subscriptions  for  the  purchase  of  books.  A  sum  of  ^738 
was  obtained  by  this  means,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  the  names  of 
those  who  so  generously  helped  to  form  what  it  is  hoped  will  shortly 
prove  to  be  a  Library  worthy  of  the  town.  See  List  of  Subscribers

Reading  Rooms.— The  Reading-  Rooms  were  opened  by  the 
Chairman,  (Councillor  J.  S.  Higham,)  on  December  3rd,  1900,  and 
at  once  became  popular.  They  are  regularly  supplied  with  126 
papers  and  magazines,  and  the  fact  that  it  has  recently  been  found 
necessary  to  increase  the  accommodation  goes  far  to  prove  that 
their  popularity  has  been  maintained.  The  Rooms  are  very  well 
used  during  the  day,  and  frequently  as  many  as  70  to  80  persons 
may  be  counted  in  them  at  night.  The  opening  of  a  separate  room 
for  Ladies  has  given  general  satisfaction. 

Lending  Department. — The  total  issue  of  books  in  t'his 
department  since  it  was  opened  on  the  9th  April,  1901,  is  74,680 
volumes,  giving  a  daily  average  of  208  volumes  for  the  first  six 
months,  288  for  the  second,  or  taking  the  year  all  round,  248. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  the  stock  of  books  in  this  department 
only  just  exceeds  6,000,  the  issue  must  be  considered  highly  satis- 
factory. 3*499  borrowers  have  been  enrolled,  882  of  whom  are 
classed  as  juveniles,  i.e.  between  the  ages  of  10  and  14.  320 
borrowers  have  availed  themselves  of  the  extra  ticket  for  non- 
fictional  works,  and  424  bookings  are  recorded  for  books  reserved 
by  borrowers.  It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  principal  issues  in 
each  class,  and  Table  D  gives  the  titles  of  the  six  books  in  each 
class  which  have  been  most  frequently  issued  during  the  year.  It 
may  be  added  that  "  Mademoiselle  de  Mersac  "  by  W.  E.  Norris, 
and  "  The  Warden  "  by  A.  Trollope,  share  the  invidious  distinction 
of  being  the  only  works  of  fiction  not  issued  at  all.  The  number 
of  fines  inflicted  amounts  to  3,115,  the  sum  received  from  them 
being  £25     18s.  3d. 
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Open  Access. — The  Committee  inspected  the  systems  of 
issuing  books  in  use  at  the  Blackburn,  Darwen,  and  Southport 
Public  Libraries,  and  ultimately  decided  to  adopt  the  "open  access" 
system.  Considering  that  the  greatest  drawback  to  this  system, 
viz.:  want  of  space,  is  not  lacking,  it  has  worked  exceedingly  well. 
The  want  of  space  is  particularly  felt  in  the  Juvenile  section,  where 
as  many  as  25  or  30  children  are  often  crowded  together  in  a  narrow 
gangway,  whilst  others  are  kept  outside  the  barrier  waiting  to  take 
their  place.  Misplacements  are  not  numerous  in  the  sections  other 
than  Fiction  and  Juvenile,  and  the  shelf-guides  recently  provided 
have  materially  assisted  in  keeping  the  books  in  order,  as  well  as 
assisting  borrowers  in  their  selection.  As  there  has  not  yet  been  a 
stock-taking,  it  is  impossible  to  say  whether  or  not  any  books  have 
been  entirely  lost.  Those  lost  or  damaged  and  paid  for  by 
borrowers,  number  12 — the  cost  of  replacing  them  being  £2  2s.  iod. 
The  system  of  classification  in  use  is  practically  an  adaptation  of 
Brown's     Adjustable  Classification  Scheme." 

Reference  Department. — The  organisation  of  this  depart- 
ment has  only  just  been  completed,  and  as  soon  as  the  shelving  is 
finished  the  books  will  be  removed  to  the  Reading  Room.  The  few 
Directories,  Dictionaries,  etc.,  in  the  corner  of  the  Lending  Depart- 
ment apportioned  to  them,  have  been  little  used,  chiefly,  I  think, 
because  of  their  obscure  position,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
the  removal  of  the  whole  department  to  more  commodious  quarters 
will  result  in  a  much  greater  advantage  being  taken  of  the  opportu- 
nities offered  for  study  and  research  in  this  important  section  of 
library  work.  A  M.S.  Class  Guide  in  sheaf  form  has  been  compiled 
for  this  department. 

Local  Collection. — Associated  with  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment will  be  the  collection  of  local  books  and  pamphlets.  A  few 
purchases  have  recently  been  made,  notably  a  set  of  the  Chetham 
Society's  Publications  (which  is  now  complete),  but  the  collection 
has  not  yet  been  arranged.      Whilst  Lancashire  is  particularly  rich 
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in  literature  of  its  own,  the  reverse  must  be  said  of  Accrington. 
This  fact,  rather  than  deterring,  should  encourage  the  formation  of  a 
local  collection,  as  much  for  the  benefit  of  future  historians,  as  for 
present  use.  It  is  hoped  that  the  library  may  become  the  store- 
house of  much  local  literature  which  would  otherwise  be  lost. 

Cataloguing". — The  Lending  Department  was  worked  for 
the  first  nine  months  without  the  aid  of  a  catalogue.  This  deficiency 
has  now  been  removed,  and  a  "name"  catalogue  on  cards  has  been 
compiled.  Class  Guides  in  sheaf  form  are  in  course  of  preparation, 
and  will  shortly  be  completed. 

Binding. — The  number  of  volumes  re-bound  during  the  year, 
(937)  is  very  large  :  nearly  one-sixth  of  the  stock,  but  it  must  be 
remembered  that  many  of  the  books  were  purchased  second-hand, 
and  that  the  binding  of  most  modern  works  of  fiction  is  too  poor  to 
stand  very  much  handling.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  812 
out  of  the  937  volumes  re-bound  were  from  the  Fiction  and  Juvenile 
Sections. 

Subscription  Department. — A  Subscription  Department 
was  started  in  November,  1901,  but  up  to  the  present  has  not 
received  very  much  support.  There  are  now  33  subscribers,  and 
the  55  books  in  stock  have  been  issued  130  times. 

Donations. — A  list  of  the  donations  received  will  be  found  on 
page  18.  Special  mention  may  be  made  of  the  gifts  received  from 
the  British  Museum,  H.M.  Treasury,  H.M.  Patent  Office,  Sir  Joseph 
F.  Leese,  M.P.,  and  the  Cambridge  University  Syndics.

LIBRARY    NOTES   AND  NEWS. 


With  a  view  to  interesting  more  of  our  readers  in  the  work  of  the 
library,  it  has  been  thought  desirable  to  publish  the  Librarian's 
Annual  Report  with,  and  as  part  of,  this  Journal.  Many  interesting 
facts  concerning  the  issues,  etc.,  will  be  found  therein,  and  the  present 
number  has  been  extended  four  pages,  in  order  that  the  usual  list  of 
additions  etc.,  might  not  be  crowded  out.  The  list  of  historical 
novels  will  be  continued  next  quarter. 

■  Whalley  in   1902.  " 

An  interesting  pamphlet  bearing  this  title,  containing  a  large 
number  of  views  of  Whalley  and  neighbourhood,  was  issued  as  a 
Coronation  Souvenir.  Amongst  the  illustrations  are  several  of  the 
Abbey  and  Church,  and  we  have  received  the  kind  permission  of  Mr. 
RawclifTe  (who  holds  the  copyright)  to  reproduce  one  of  them.  We 
feel  sure  that  many  of  our  readers  would  like  to  possess  a  copy  of  the 
pamphlet,  containing  as  it  does,  many  views  of  places  with  which  they 
are  familiar.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from  Mr.  Wardleworth, 
Accrington,  at  a  cost  of  1/-  (limp  boards) ;  or  1/6  (stiff  boards.)  Jt 
may  also  be  stated,  that  any  balance  over  and  above  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction will  be  devoted  to  charitable  purposes.  A  propos  we  have 
been  favoured  by  a  correspondent  with  the  following  : — 

"  Paulinus  Cross  "    at  Whalley. 

Paulinus,  the  Apostle  of  Yorkshire,  having  converted  Edwin,  King 
of  Northumbria  to  Christianity,  (a.d.  627),  preached  the  Gospel  in 
several  parts  of  the  North  of  England  ;  until,  the  King  having  been 
slain  in  the  battle  of  Heathfield,  (a.d.  633),  Christianity  was  repressed 
and  continued  in  abeyance  for  30  years.      Paulinus  fled  to  Kent,

where  lie  died,  (a.D.  644.)  The  Angles  having  established  themselves 
in  the  country,  Wilfred  was  sent  to  them  from  Koine,  and  bringing 
a  large  number  of  artificers-in-stone  from  Italy,  began  to  build  stone 
churches,  and  to  set  up  preaching  crosses,  remains  of  which  are  still 
preserved  at  Whalley,  at  llkley,  and  elsewhere  in  South- West  York 
shire  ;  and  which  can  only  be  called  "  Paulinus  Crosses  "  on  the 
supposition  that  they  were  intentionally  erected  on  the  spots  where 
that  missionary  had  preached.  Paulinus  preached  to  Celts,  but  there 
is  nothing  Celtic  in  the  design  or  ornament  of  these  Crosses  ;  while 
they  closely  resemble  in  .these  respects  the  old  Crosses  of  Italy. 
They  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  the  work  of  the  foreign  artists 
imported  by  Wilfred  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  VII  century.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Library  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Second  Annual  Report,  which 
covers  the  work  at  the  Public  Library  for  the  twelve  months  ending 
31st  March. ,  1903. 

In  the  Lending  Department  the  total  number  of  volumes 
issued  is  74,576,  or  104  short  of  last  year's  issue.  The  Library  has 
been  open  299  days — one  day  less  than  the  previous  year.  This  accounts 
for  the  fact  that  whereas  the  total  issue  is  slightly  less  than  last  year,  the 
daily  average  is  two  more,  viz :  250  as  against  248.  The  fiction 
issues  shew  an  increase  of  over  4,000  volumes.  A  corresponding 
decrease  in  the  issue  of  Juvenile  literature  cannot  altogether  be 
accounted  for  by  the  transfer  of  tickets  from  one  section  to  the  other, 
and  it  seems  evident  that  a  large  number  of  children  joined  whilst  the 
library  was  something  new,  and  the  novelty  having  worn  off,  they 
have  ceased  to  use  it.  The  issue  of  18,648  Juvenile  works,  (25  per 
cent,  of  the  total  issue)  proves  that  a  large  number  of  children  still 
appreciate  the  library,  and  may  be  considered  satisfactory.  A  recent 
communication  from  the  Head  Master  of  the  Technical  School,  shews 
that  41  °/o  of  the  scholars  there  are  enrolled  members  of  the  library. 
It  should  be  stated  in  justification  of  the  purchase  of  a  large  amount 
of  fiction,  that  at  one  time,  the  shelves  in  that  section  were  almost 
empty.  The  average  number  of  volumes  from  which  a  selection 
could  be  made  was  for  some  weeks  only  about  300.  There  are  now 
4,265  borrowers  on  the  books;  997  have  been  enrolled  during  the 
year,  307  of  whom  are  classed  as  Juveniles,  i.e.  between  the  ages  of  10 
and  14.  Extra  tickets  (for  non-fictional  works)  have  been  issued  to 
197  borrowers,  and  422  bookings  are  recorded  for  reserved  books. 
The  number  of  fines  paid  amounts  to  3,969,  the  sum  received  from 
them  being  £32  is.  3d.  The  stock  of  books  in  this  department  has 
been  increased  by  819  volumes  ;  645  by  purchase  and  174  by  gift,  and 
stands  now  at  6,828  vols.      The  total  number  of  volumes  issued  since 
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the  library  was  opened  on  April  9th,  1901,  is  149,256.  Subjoined  will 
be  found  a  table  giving  the  titles  of  the  books  which  have  been  most 
frequently  in  request  during  the  year. 

In  order  to  obtain  some  idea  as  to  the  number  of  persons  frequent- 
ing the  Reading  Rooms,  a  count  was  taken  for  one  week  in  July, 
1902,  and  February  this  year,  with  the  following  result  :—

giving  practically  an  attendance  of  about  500  persons  daily,  taking 
1  he  year  all  round.  These  figures  shew  that  the  rooms  are  well  used,  the 
men's  room  particularly  so.  The  good  supply  of  papers  and  magaz- 
ines has  been  maintained,  128  being  regularly  furnished.  At  the 
Auction  Sale  in  December,  when  the  papers  were  sold  in  advance  for 
the  whole  of  1903,  the  amount  realised  was  £10    16s.  iod. 

The  Open  Access  system  continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  The 
misplacements  are  not  nearly  so  frequent  as  formerly,  a  result  pro- 
bably  due  to  the  better  guides  to  the  shelf  arrangement  which  have 
been  provided.  The  library  was  closed  for  stocktaking  from  the  20th 
to  the  30th  June.  Fourteen  volumes  could  not  be  accounted  for,  their 
nett  value  being  £1  16s.  nd..  Two  of  these  (value  7/ 1 1)  have  since 
been  returned.  Five  out  of  the  14  volumes  were  valued  at  8d.  each. 
On  the  day  the  library  was  re-opened  after  stocktaking,  notwith- 
standing that  it  was  in  the  middle  of  summer,  there  was  a  record 
issue,  504  volumes  being  taken  out.  Shelf  lists  have  been  compiled, 
by  the  aid  of  which  it  is  possible  to  take  stock  without  closing  the 
library.  The  books  were  checked  by  this  means  in  February,  and 
seven  volumes  were  missing,  their  nett  value  being  14/-.  The  total 
loss  for  the  past  two  years  may  therefore  be  placed  at  £2    3s.  od., 
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representing  ig  volumes.  A  very  small  loss  when  it  is  remembered 
that  during  that  period,  nearly  150,000  volumes  have  been  issued. 

A  Quarterly  Journal  was  started  in  May,  chiefly  to  supply 
borrowers  with  a  handy  guide  to  the  newest  additions.  Five  hundred 
copies  of  Nos.  1  and  2  were  soon  sold  out,  and  750  of  subsequent 
numbers  have  been  printed,  these  are  now  due  on  the  1st  of  April, 
July,  October  and  January,  and  its  publication,  which  at  first  depend- 
ed upon  the  sale,  will  be  continued. 

The  Re-Binding  of  books  has  again  been  a  heavy  item.  787 
volumes  have  been  re-bound,  as  against  937  last  year,  at  a  cost  of 
£105  is.  3d.,  664  of  which  were  from  the  Fiction  and  Juvenile 
Sections. 

The  removal  of  the  Reference  Department  to  the  far  end  of 
the  Reading  Room,  has  resulted  in  a  far  greater  use  being  made  ot 
the  books,  which  now  number  950  volumes.  With  the  exception  of 
the  more  valuable  illustrated  works,  and  the  Record  Office  publica- 
tions (for  which  there  is  not  sufficient  room),  the  books  are  quite 
open  to  the  public.  The  stock  has  been  checked  regularly  once  a 
month,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  report,  that  no  volume  has  been 
lost,  nor  has  any  wilful  damage  so  far  been  detected.  The  room  has 
been  well  attended,  but  though  more  commodious  than  the  previous 
quarters,  it  is  still  too  small  to  comfortably  accommodate  the  number 
of  persons  often  making  use  of  it  in  an  evening.  Readers  being 
allowed  to  obtain  their  books  from  the  shelves,  no  record  is  kept  of 
the  number  of  volumes  referred  to.  The  local  books  placed  in  this 
room  number  246  volumes.  The  collection  of  local  pamphlets  has 
not  yet  been  arranged,  but  several  useful  additions  have  been 
received  during  the  year. 

The  Subscription  Department  shews  a  net  increase  of  nine 
members  since  the  last  report,  there  being  at  present  40  subscribers  on 
the  books  ;  56  volumes  have  been  handed  over  to  the  Public  Library. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  attended  the  Annual 
Conference  of  Librarians  at  Birmingham,  in  September.  Perhaps 
the  most  useful  of  the  many  practical  discussions  was  that  upon  a 
paper  read  by  Mr.  Ballinger,  of  Cardiff,  on  the  "  Rate  Limitation 
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the  outcome  of  which  is  a  Bill  now  before  Parliament,  advocating  the 
removal  of  the  penny  limit,  which  the  Town  Council  on  your  recom- 
mendation decided  to  support. 

It  remains  to  again  thank  the  Donors  of  books,  pamphlets, 
newspapers,  etc.  Their  gifts  have  been  regularly  acknowledged  in 
the  "  Quarterly  Journal.-'
